A new semester has something in common with a new day, 
week, month, year, and practically any unit of time. 

Individual and group endeavor is marked off in phases much 
as a book is broken down into chapters, and paragraphs.

A good paragraph expresses a complete idea, but also car- 
ries something over from the preceeding one and hints at the 


next. These, then, should be also the properties of a good 


semester. Continuity is a word which might be injected here, 
but it’s too vague for our purposes...let us pry into some of 
it’s implications. How can eight semesters have continuity? 

Basically it all rests on planning; a word that is foreign 
and even rather obnoxious to most students. There is good 
reason for this: one cannot plan his college time intelligently, 
indeed, at all, if he doesn’t know where he’s going! A writer 
would not think of sitting down to write a book without knowing 
what he wanted to say. Neither should a student ever start 
his junior year of college without a definite plan of action. 
Far too many leave school clutching their diploma hopefully, 
only to find their ‘‘chosen’’ field repugnent. This is tragic, 
for they are faced with two undesireable choices: stay in dis- 
liked work, or change into a line of endeavor for which they 
are not trained. 

So good planning takes care of the ‘carry-over’ from one 
semester to the next. However, if each new term is to be a 


fresh effort, it must not be cluttered with trivialities. This 


implies the necessity of cleaning up unfinished business at 
the end of the old semester. This is not always possible, so 
there must be a weeding process to separate the superfluous 
‘‘*hangers-on’’ from the truly important interests and business 
which remain incomplete. If one will carry out this mental 
process he will find himself looking at the new term as a c kan 
slate with only a few important notations in the corner. 
Good planning and a thorough dusting of the mind at the end 
of each term, then, will bring about not only better grades, 
but a maximum of progress toward one’s goal.

Gives MPC Best Since 1950

lege had, in 1955, one of its 
best football seasons in the 
school’s history. | 

The 1955 football squad 
‘ended the season with the hard- 
won standing of 9 wins against 
2 losses. Menlo JC and Hart- 


nell JC were the victors over 
MPC. The Menlo score was a 


trounching 33-7, while the Lobo 
Panther game ended 19-13. 

This was the fifth loss to 

Hartnell for MPC. 

MPC lost two bowl bids due 
to these losses. The Junior 
Rose Bowl was one, and the 
Potato Bowl the other. 

At the first of the season, 
the Lobos were victorious in 
their first five contests. Reed- 
ley, Fresno, San Jose, Shasta, 
and Vallejo were all dropped 


by MPC. In the first day game 
of the year, the Lobos were de- 
feated by a strong Menlo JC. 
On the quick comeback, MPC 
quickly dropped San Jose State, 
East Contra Costa, Visalia, 
and Citrus. On Thanksgiving 
Day, the Lobos were beaten 
by the Hartnell Panthers. 

Responsible for’the season’s 
showing was ex-Coach Dick 
Friend. Coach Friend came to 
MPC as areplacement and was 
quick in whipping the ragged 
Lobos into shape ‘for the tough 
season ahead.

Five Head-Coaches 
Lead Lobo Squads 


It seems that MPC is a very attractive place. Or at least 
the campus looks good to football coaches. Fight years has 
given MPC a-very colorful assortment of head coaches. 


Five different head football coaches have paraded from the 
locker rooms to the football fields and back again with the 
Lobos since the schools beginning. 

| Don Dillon 

The first of these coaches was Don Dillon of Petersburg, 
Virginia. Dillon replaced the late Hal Youngman in the early 
1948 football season. 

Coach Dillon left behind a pro-baseball career and many 
coaching jobs to come out west. His baseball career ended 
in 1934, with a sore arm. He then took up coaching until be 
coming interested in prospects on the Pacific Coast. in 1948, 
Coach Dillon spent his one and only term as MPC head coach. 

Jim Tidwell 

In 1949, MPC received Coach Jim Tidwell as the new head 
football mentor. Coach Tidwell came to MPC from MUHS. He 
spent six seasons at MPC as head coach, and brought home the 
first championship ball club for MPC in 1950. Mr. Tidwell is 
now an instructor on the Lobo campus. 

Dick Voris 

Coach Dick Voris was next in line for the coaching job. 
He came to MPC after coaching at rival Hartnell. During the 
52-53 season, Voris led Hartnell to a championship season 
capped by a 20-20 tie in the Junior Rose Bowl. 

Before Voris could rub off on MPC, he resigned his post 


and accepted an assistant job at West Point under Red Blaik. 


Dick Friend 

The job of head coach at MPC was again thrown open. Fifty- 
one applicants were interviewed for the popular grid-job. Coach 
Dick Friend, a former assistant coach of the University of 
Indiana, was Selected for the job. 

Friend finished all but two games of the 1955 Lobo football 
season when he resigned after being charged with unprofes- 
sional conduct.
